Prof. John H. Cessna 


Prof. John H. Cessna, Superinten- 
dent of Schools ol Bedtord County, 
1881 to, 3.830, and a widely known 
educator ot Central'"Pennsylvania, 
died at his late hpme/ that if his 
niece, Mrs.", u. F^Sghwartz, 3018 
Spruce Aven-ae, Aftobna, December 
Zi), 1913, at 1-35 p. m, of Bright's 
disease. 
He had been suffering and 
declining rapidly for a year or niore, 
though he wati.not confined*to his 
bed until last Saturday.„ After con- 
finement Jie sanK~rapj.dly. 
r' He was' bo"rn"' June"^1ff, "1839,' in 
Cumberland Valley. 
He made his 


own mark'in li±4 and-at. the age of 
19 entered the Allegheny Male and 
.female Seminary at Ramsburg, at 
the close of which term he secured a 
certificate to teach. _ He taught at 
baxton, Everett and Schellsb_urg be- 
fore becoming Superintendent. Dur- 
ing his , superintendeney he made 
many friends by his genial, friendly 
and. lively disposition. 
He was a 
great story teller and usually created 
a "cheerful audience by his caretully 
selected anecdotes whica hit the 
point .at issue. 


When he retired from the superin- 
tendence he was called to the Super- 
vision of ScEbols in Logan Township, 
Blair County, and finally secured the 
position ol principal of one of the 
ward schools ot Altoona, a position 
which he filled with credit even in 
ms advanced, years', and in which po- 
sition ne made a host ot triends 
among patrons, teachers and pupils. 
He? was pensioned and retired by the 
city school board July 1, 1913, a 
no cable reward for his lengthy school 
service. 
In 1862 he was married to Miss 


Mary Diehl of Friend's Covn, who 
survives him with one daughter, Mrs. 
Ella G. Wood ol Altoona. He had 
also two sons who preceded him to 
the grave some years ago. Mrs. 
Rickel of Hollidaysburg, a sister, and 
a half-sister, Mi's. Amanda Valentine, 
Cumberland, Md,, also survive. 


He was a member of the Reformed 
Church, Odd Fellows' Lodge and 
State Teachers' Association. 
His interment was in the Fair- 


view Cemetery, Altoona, and funeral 
services were conducted by his pas- 
tor in the Christ Reformed Church, 
2..JO p. m., December 30.

Frank' Diehl,- a well known farmer 
residing,'about a mile from Mann's 
Choice, was struck by a freight train 
at that place Monday afternoon and 
so1 badly hurt that death resulted 
from the injuries'the' same-evening 
about_*8 o'clock.' He -was crossing 
the railroad traek.^art Faupel's* grist 
mill, and although the erigmeer^sig- 
nalled "a number of times <Mr." Diehl 
evidently did? not hear the 'whistle. 
The engine struck the buggy, whicli 
was completely demolished. His body 
was either thrown or rolled a dis- 
tance of about three hundred feet, 
striking the switch at the signal box, 
causing internal injuries^ 
He re- 
gained consciousness and remainej?' 
;o until death 
No bones were brok- 
en and his body -was not badly 
scarred.

State Zoologist Surface found a 


letter m the maifsent to the Division 
of Zoology of the Pennsylvania De- 
partment of Agriculture, asking how 
to pi event decay in a tree from mak- 
ing further progress. 
The writer 


said. "We have a cherry tree whose 
trunk has rotted considerably. What 
can be done to save the tree? Is it a 
good plan to cut out the dead part 
and fill up the whole with cement?" 


Professor Surface replied: "The 


proper treatment for the cavity of 
your cherry tree is to clean this out, 
removing the decayed wood; then 
wash or spray che interior with an 
antiseptic, such as a two per cent, 
solution of formalin, or a very dilute 
solution 
of 
mercury 
bi-chloride, 


which is corrosive sublimate; then 
paint it with ordinary paint of any 
kind, and finally fin the cavity with 
any kind of cement, or use one part 
of Portland cement with about four 
or five parts of sand.

try applied to the preservation of the 
tree 
The dentist cleans out the cav- 


ity of a decaying tooth, applies an 
antiseptic to prevent further decay 
and fills the tooth with some sub- 
stance that by preservation will pre- 
vent the possibility of further decay.'
